Sugar Sales Are To Be Limited 
At First To Half Pound a Weel 


WASHINGTON, April 
Sugar sales will be limited to a 
half pound a week per person, dur- 
ing the first two months of gov- 
ernment rationing, the OPA dis- 
closed today. 

Decisions as to future allow- 
ances will depend largely upon the 
supply picture, officials indicated, 
leaving the entire program flex- 
ible and subject to prompt altera- 
tion by the Office of Price Admin- 
istration. 

When plans to ration sugar were 
announced originally, OPA said 
the weekly allowance probably 
would be 12 ounces. Since then, 
increasing shortages of supplies 
forced a reduction to eight. 

Each of the first four stamps in 
the 28-stamp ration book to be 
issued each citizen will be good 
two-week period and each 
will permit purchase of one pound 
of sugar. After these four stamps 
have been used, OPA may or may 
not alter the size of the weekly 
ration and the period of time cov- 
ered by each stamp, it was ex- 
plained.

Making public official instruc- 
tions for registration of citizens 
and operation of the nation’s first 
food rationing system, OPA de- 
clared that persons possessing 
more than two pounds of sugar at 
the time of registration would be 
penalized as hoarders, while per- 
sons possessing more than six 
pounds would be permitted to re 3- 
ister but would be denied ration 
books until their “hoard” is ex- 
hausted. 

Individuals possessing more than 
two pounds, but not exceeding six, 
will have one stamp for each 
pound torn from their ration books 
at the time of registration. Since 
these restrictions apply to indi- 
viduals, a family of four, for ex- 
ample, could possess eight pounds 
without penalty. 

No retail sales of sugar will be 
permitted during the week begin- 
ning April 27, preliminary to the 
consumer registration between 
May 4 and May 7.

The War of Nerves 

The war of nerves is on in full force. It is 
a phase of the war in which the United Nations 
are on the aggressive, the Axis powers are the 
victims. It is turning one of his own weapons 
against Hitler in most effective manner. 

Effective use of the war of nerves depends 
upon the possession of an armed strength 
sufficient to constitute an actual and serious 
threat to the enemy. For the first two years 
of the war that threat was Hitler’s to use. 
That he did use it most effectively the very 
history of the war itself proves. His opponents 
were never able to effectively halt his march of 
triumph because they never knew where he 
would next strike. 

Today the situation is reversed. It is Hitler 
who is nervously waiting for the next move of 
the ‘Allied Nations, wondering and fearing from 
what side they will strike him next. 

He knows that Russia is preparing a power- 
ful offensive for the spring. His forces on the 
east are even now suffering terrific blows from 
the Soviet armies. 

But there is another potential danger in the 
- west. General Marshall, American chief of 
staff, is in England conferring, among others, 
with Lord Mountbatten, leader of those British 
‘Commando troops who have already done such 
effective invasion work. Hitler must tremble 
as he envisages the possibility of an invasion 
to his west and the establishment of a second 
European front. 

And, added to this, must be considered the 
terrific air blows now being struck against the 
industrial centers of Germany by the RAF, 
blows that bring the jitters in: more senses 
than one. | 

Even Japan is faced with the doubts and 
fears of a war of.nerves, as American bombers 
strike them in the Philippines and as the 
American Navy drives home attack after attack 
off Japanese-occupied islands of the Pacific. 

The war of nerves is on, mightily. And, 
whether or no a second front is established in 
Europe this year, whether or no we are ready 
to strike at Tokyo itself, every doubt, every fear 
and every worry implanted in Axis minds is 
beneficial to us.

The exercise of the franchise is one of the 
most vital duties of al] citizens of democratic, 
free countries, It is one of those rights for 
which the Allied Nations are fighting and for 
which so many men are dying, today in battle. 

It is almost inconceivable that any man or 
woman, eligible to vote in any public primary 
or election would, through indifference or for 
any other cause, neglect this right of the 
ballot. However, that many do neglect this 
fundamental right we know from past ex- 
perience. | 

There is only one duty preliminary to voting, 
for the citizen. That is, he must register. By 
the list of registered voters election managers 
may determine if any man or woman not au- 
thorized has placed a ballot in the boxes. Reg- 
istration is the simple and effective means of 
averting many election frauds. 


Citizens must qualify, at the office of Ful- 
ton county’s tax collector, T. Earl Suttles, not 
later than April 27 if they wish to vote in the 
special mayoralty election scheduled for At- 
lanta. For voters in state, county and regular 
city elections the date of deadline is May 2. 
Once having registered a citizen does not have 
to register again, unless the legislature should 
enact new laws affecting this point.

FRANCE HAS YIELDED WASHINGTON, April 16.—France 
has yielded herself to the Nazis. 


Not utterly and completely yet, but enough to cast a deep gloom 
over our hopes for preventing the Vichy government from ace 
cepting a policy of all-out collaboration with the Germans, 

The re-entry of Pierre Laval into the Vichy 
government has those and worse implications. 
Until the end, we had hoped that the veteran 
Marshal Petain would somehow hold out 
against the Nazi demands—insist on a strict 
adherence to the terms of the armistice. 

Only recently the United States had con- 
cluded an agreement touching all points at issue 
between this country and the government of 
Unoccupied France. So comprehensive was the 
understanding that it left no room for what has 
happened—Laval’s taking over the reins of gov- 
ernment. We had made our position sufficiently 
clear on that. 

The only assumption we are léft to make is 
that Hitler has delivered demands which could 
not be easily denied. It has been in his power 
since the fall of France to ignore the terms of 
the armistice himself and take over the entire 
country. Only the uncertainty over the fate of 

the French fleet and French territorial possessions in Africa, cov- 
eted by Hitler, prevented an earlier showdown. . 


LAVAL IS PRO-AXIS'¥ Although France’s former “peasant 


premier,” as Laval chooses to call 
himself, has announced that he will follow a “middle-of-the-road” 
policy, whatever that may prove to be, his record of support for 
German collaboration moves has been so one-sided that officials 
here see nothing encouraging in his elevation to power. He has 
openly admitted that he wants to see the Axis win the war. 

Long before Pearl Harbor, he told foreign correspondents that, 
while he appreciated the desire of Americans to “save France,” he 
regarded such sentiment as out of place; for the reason that, as he 
saw it, the war was already lost. Germany, he felt, was destined 
to be the dominant nation of Europe, and there was nothing left 
for France but to collaborate in the new order. 

Since then has come the United States entry into the war and 
‘the setback the Nazis have suffered in Russia. None of these de- 
velopments has apparently changed the Laval frame of mind. Evi- 
dently the Germans own him body and soul. 

Piece by piece, the Germans have chiseled away from the French 
the few bargaining points they had left after Paris fell. First, it 
was the concessions to the Japs to use French-Indo China for basing 
troops that opened the way for the Pacific outbreak. Without the

Rights While Saving Big Ones 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Like most other arguments, this one about the 40-hour week 
generates more heat than light. 

So far it has served only to stir up prejudice, antagonism and 
bitterness—chiefly because the opposing groups argue about dif- 
ferent things and ignore inconvenient facts. 

One says the law limits working hours to 40 a week—which, 
of course, it does. 

The other answers that working hours are not limited at 
which is true so far as it goes. 

For that matter, if the law limited working hours to 10 a week, 
the number of hours men could work would still be unlimited. 
But — would go broke paying time and a half for all hours 
over 10, 

Economists say extra time pay will add $4,000,000,000 to present 
war costs. 

But this may or may not add to the public’s burden. So far 
as the taxpayer is concerned, it makes no difference who gets his 
money; he suffers equally in either case. 

When an industralist is allowed enormous and unreasonable 
profits, he can afford to pay time and a’half for all hours over 
40. But if his profit is reasonable, and is based on straight-time 
labor cost, he can’t fulfill his contract without loss if his labor 
cost is increased. 

But all of this is beside the point. It ignores the fact that we 
are at war. The partisans now quarreling about wages and hours 
are like men who quarrel about the construction of a storm cellar 
while a cyclone bears down upon them and their families. 

While some men are fighting and dying to save our country, 
the only sane and decent course for other‘men is to forget every- 
thing else except the job of winning the war. . 

Soldiers are sacrificing. Taxpayers are sacrificing. Are or- 
ganized workers and industrialists the only ones whose rights and 
profits are more important than the nation’s safety? 

Workers should be protected from exploitation by greedy and 
unfair employers. That is obvious. And workers’ rights, like those 
of other citizens, should be preserved—after the war is won. 

But winning the war should be the sole concern of every de- 


all— 


‘cent citizen until the job is finished. 


The only thing that matters is getting more work done. If 
profits will get more work done, pay profits. If double time will 
get more work done, pay double time. If drafting both factories 
and workers will get more work done, draft them. 

Industrialists and organized workers are a minority, and other 
people have rights, too. Chief of these is the right of saving our 
country and our feedom. And anything that interferes with get- 
—- — job done must be stopped—or none of us will have any 
rights.

Contempt

Dr. Hiram W. Evans, Mrs. Evans and Mrs. Mary S. Vines 
yesterday were held in contempt of court by Judge Edgar E. 
Pomeroy, of Fulton superior court, but won their contention

ments. The court upheld their plea that such records might 


tend to incriminate them. 

Dr. Evans, former imperial wiz- 
ard of th. Ku Klux Klan, sched- 
uled to be tried May 4 for alleged 
conspiracy to defraud the state, 
was ordered to pay a fine of $200 
within 20 days, or serve 20 days 
in jail. His wife was ordered to 
pay $150 within 10-days, or serve 
15 days. Mrs. Vines, a partner in 
the Evans companies, was ordered 
to pay $50 within 10 days, or serve 
10 days. 

According to Judge -Pomeroy’s 
lengthy decision, the contempt lay 
not in the failure to produce the 


books of the five Evans construc- 
tion and asphalt companies, but in 
the fact that Mrs. Evans, with the 
knowledge of her husband, remov- 


ed them from the custody of Mrs. 
Vines while she was ‘inder sub-'| 
poena to produce them, and in the | 
suspicion that Mrs. Vines was in| 
accord with the removal. 

The first subpoena for the books 
was issued February 25 and Mrs. 
Vines made an immediate motion 


to quash it on the ground that it 
was vague and indefinite. Before 
this issue was decided, the solicitor 
general issued a subpoena for the 
books of each of the five com- 
panies. Judge Pomeroy ruled he 
would have quashed the first sub- 
poena on the ground of vagueness, 
but would have required produc- 
tion of the books on the later 
subpoenas if only the plea of 
vagueness had been made. 
Defense counsel made numerous 


objections to the later subpoenas 
but the one upheld by the judge 


was the constitutional provision 


that a person may not be re- 
quired to furnish evidence against 
himself. Although he ruled they 
did not have to produce the books, 
he found them guilty of contempt. 

Neither Special Prosecutor 
James A. Branch, nor counsel for 
Dr. Evans would indicate if any 


‘further proceedings were to result 


from the decision.

Fresh Asparagus Is Here 


Fresh asparagus is here again,¢a little boiling water, Boil steadi-¢in a heavy frying pan, put in the 


and those of us who like this 
rather delicate and aristocratic 
vegetable find particular delight 
in its brief fresh season. Aspara- 
gus has many values to recom- 
mend it; 6 full-sized green spears 
yield only 27 calories, while they 
check favorably on all ‘the vita- 
mins and some of the minerals. 
Like all really fine things, as- 
paragus needs little gilding; green 
spears cooked until barely tender 
and buttered are just as good as 
many difficult and complicated 
dishes. However, since during its 
season we may want to try differ- 
ent ways with it, I'll give several! 
good recipes, after first discussing 
the pertinent facts about cooking 
asparagus. Whether you prefer all 
green or white and green stalks is 
a matter of taste, but on the whole 
you'll be wise to choose larger 
stalks to the smaller ones, since 


the smaller ones have a tendency | 


to be woody and tough. The larger 
stalks cost more, but they’re ten- 
derer, usually, right down to the 
very bottom, so there is less waste.

Mayor Maurice J. Tobin, of Bos- 
ton; Earl D. Mallery, of Chicago, 
executive director of the Ameri- 
can Municipal Association; Nor- 
man H. Davis, chairman of the 
American Red Cross, and Gover- 
nor Harold Stassen, of Minnesota, 
now serving as a lieutenant com- 
mander in the Navy. 

The step was revealed in a 
White House statement which 
said the board was intended to 
integrate OCD activities more 
closely with those of other war 
agencies and to gear its program 
to the war effort.”
